If that order is essential in the very heart of the 
present tense situation it is just as essential with 
us in America. The interests that have been inim- 
ica] to the United States may have decreased in 
number but not in ardor.

Secret service agencies have been directed to con- 
tinue in their zealous pursuit of evil influences, 
Citizens will likewise not relax in their eagerness to 
sustain the national morale. Loyal Americans will 
not see the moment of victory robbed of its chief 
glory by the disturbing claques of malcontents and 
anarchistic disruptionists. 

We have seen the Russian pendulum swing from 
the impulse of imperialism to that of Bolshevism. 
‘One is as tyrannical as the other. Germany seems 

-in similar peril. People for centuries heavily ruled 
rush from one oppression te another. Seeking evo- 
lution, they clamor pelimell into revolytion. 
cry, “ We have thrown off rule; who shall ruie us” | 
And Bolshevism, which thinks and plots and 

-@reams and talks and agitates political change, 
comes forth to rule, for it never does aught but lie 


asserts it is defective in these particulars among

self. This is called the biological 
method of analyzing food. When we 
(find ourselves getting too cock sure 
about our calories, too glib as it were, 
here is a check; but this method of 
analysis has made more progress in 
planning practical dietaries in a year 
than the analysis did in 
ty-five.

The 
recent monetary crisis was caused by 
the exportation of silver half peso 
pieces, which as the result of the high 


price of silver were worth more as bul- 


lion than as coin. Business has been 
seriously handicapped for a fortnight 
by the scarcity of change. Under the 
mew decree peso and half peso pieces 
will be coined with less silver in them, 
making their exportation profitless.
